the laid good Lawes and Statutes alrtady pꝛouided againſt ſuch perſons to be duely put 
n eretution, hath thought good by this her Pꝛoclamation to notifie the lame her High- 

tile pleaſure to all her louing Snbiects; And thertfoꝛe doth ſtraitlycharge aud tomman 
j perſons, that by the Lawes ofthis Realme may be taken foꝛ Rogues and Uagabonds, 
and all Idle perſons and Maſterleſſe men, hauing not wherewith to line in no lining by 
 anylawvfull Labour oz Occupation, and being her naturallbozne Subiects, thatthep and 
tut ry of them doe Within two dapesnert after the publiſhing ofthis Pzoclamation, depart 
and auoide themſelues from the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Suburbs of 
the ſame, and from the Bozough of Southwarke, and all other Townes and Uilages 
within ſeuen miles tompaſſe ofthe ſaid Cities and Boꝛongh, and from thence to repaire to 
the Countreys and plates where they were boꝛne, there to tarrie and abide in ſome lawfull 
woꝛke and exerciſe, as they ought to doe, vpon the paines and penalties limited and expꝛel⸗ 
(ed in the Lawes and Statutes pꝛouided againſt ſuch offenders. And her Maieſties fur⸗ 
ther pleaſure and expꝛeſſe Commandement is, that the Matoz, Aldermen and Reco2der 
of the ſayd Citie of London and all Juſtices of Peace within the Counties of Middlelexe, 
Bent, Surrey, and Eſſex and ſpecially all thoſe Juſtices that bee within the limits afoze- 
ſud,thatthey#cuery of them, as they will auoid her Highneſle diſpleaſure,as occaſion ſhall 
true tauſe good watch to be ſet, and ſcarch to be made in all places where they (hall thinke 
(nentent,fo2 the appꝛehendmg, arreſtung and taking ok all luch idle vagrant perlons, and 
maſterieſſe men, and that they cauſe the lame with all ſpeede to be impꝛiloned, and duely 
puniſhed acco2ding to the tenourand effett of her Maieſties Lawes and Statutes in ſuch 
ales pꝛouded, Without any toleration oꝛ fauour whatloeuer to bee ſhewed vnto any 
ol them. And her Maieſtie doeth allo eſpectally charge and tommaund the laid Maioꝛ, 
Aldermen and Kecoꝛder of London, and all Juſticesof Peace,2Batliffes of Liberties and 
Franchiles within the ſayd Cities, Townes and Limits, that they and euery of them 
ithin the limtts of their Jurildittions, doe from time to time cauſe good ſearch to be made 
Awell in all common Tabung houſes, Innes, Alehouſes, and Tipling houles, and alſo in 
al Bowling Alleyes, and other plates, where any gaming oꝛ play is bled and frequented, 
and there to appꝛehend & take ſuch ſuſpected perſons being Maſterleſſe men, of etull name 
and fame, not hauing where withall to maintaine their idle life, and the ſameſo appꝛehen⸗ 
ded and taken, to tommit to pziſon,there to remame, vntill they ſhall recetue ſuch puniſh- 
ment and cozrection,as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, is and ſhalbe due vn- 
o them. And her Highneſſe is further pleaſed and contented, that the Maioꝛ of the ſaid 
Cite of London, ſhall haue power and authozitie from time to time. to pꝛoclaime and pub⸗ 
uch this —— — within all places, within the ſaid City and Suburbs, ſo 

often as to him (ſhall ſeeme needfull and conuenient.
